NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—As a| 
half seore gale-battered _ ships 
made port today with the storm- 
weary passengers and crews, 
wireless messages were warning 
all ships in this part of the At- 
lantic to be on the lookout for 
another hurricane which, from 
present indications, threatens to 
blow up as lusty a sea as that 
which recently wrought such 
heavy havoe on shipping. 

“Tropi.. disturbance of consid~- 
erable intensity is now central sixty 
miles southwest of St. Kitts Island, 
the West Indies, ané is moving rap- 
idly west northwestward,” read a 
weather bureau storm warning. 
Further advices were promised for 
carly tomorrow, 

: Minds Relieved 

Shipping officials, their minds >e- 
lieved by the passage of the Sunday- 
to-Tuesday hurricane which is now 
lashing out its fury somewhere near 
the Arctic seas, fear that a number 
of big liners now in the central and 
nerth Atlantic sea lanes may run 
their noses squarely tnto the new 
storm giant gathering its strength in 
the south Atlantic. Among the ships 
several days out of this port are the 
Leviathan, the Majestic, Cedric, 
United States, American Banker. 
Orduna, Ohio and President Roose- 
yelt, From South American ports 
still others much smaller and, therc- 
fore, in greater danger are on their 
way, 
Of the half score ships to make 
port today the «Dantsh freighter 
Nordfarer was the worst sufferer.

ST. CATHARINES, Ont., Aug. 28.—Henry Ford, passing 
through this city on the Welland Canal aboard his yacht, gave 
a Standard reporter a lengthy interview here today. 


Mr. Ford declared that with the incoming population there 
could be no holding back Canada, and dire things would never 
happen on this continent because the basic stock of the popu 
lation was ‘‘the best in the world.’’ 

“The time is coming,’’ he said, ‘‘when Canada will no 
longer import coal from the United States. The white coal 
age is coming rapidly. Even the water falling over there,’’ 
pointing to the canal waste weir, “shou'd be utilized for power 
development.’’ Mr. Ford also expressed a strong opinion that 
the new Welland ship canal would be the natural forerunner 
of the development of the St. Lawrence, and Canada would 
not derive the full adantage of the new canai unless the St. 
Lawrence waterway was made passable for larger craft. 

“The price of wheat is fictitious,’’ he further declared, 
“Tf there was a shortage of wheat in the world, the large ac- 
cumulation at Montreal would quickly be in transit. Gambling 
operations are the cause of the present price, not an actual 
world shortage.’’ 

Mr. Ford was optimistic as to the business outlook on the 
continent and stated that his firm would adopt the policy for 
the winter of steady production. ;‘‘If the industrialists keep 
sane, they will do the same thing. Optimism just now is good

The government is assured of thy 
ordinary riajority for the banking 
and industrial debenture bills, which 
suffices for both these measures, 
and it is believed that the pecessary 
two-thirds majority for the rail 
way bill is also assured, Signifi- 
cant conferences ave been in pro- 
gress to this «nd throughout the 
day between Foreign Minister Strese 
mann and the Jeaders of the Gor- 
man Nationalist porty, which, it is 
rumored in reichstag circles, has 
been promised admission into the 
present goverument in return for the 
support needed to ratify the Lon- 
don agreement 

It was observed that these nego- 


tiations were carried on in tho 
vhanecellory instead of the conven- 
tional committee rooms in the 
reichstag bullding. With the ap- 
proach of the derisive baliotting 
the Nationalists today exhibited 


only solid opposition to the Dawes 
laws, ond there is likely to be a 
sharp division in the vote cast by 
its delegation, whereosy the govern. 
ment will be vouchsafed the two- 
thirds majority needed to pass the 
railway bill.
